and where the laid parties oꝛ any of them now be and dwell, 
47 Item, pee ſhall diligently call to mind and pꝛeſent againe vn⸗ 
to vs, all and all manner of Inceſts, adulteries and foznications as 
haue beene at any time heretofoze committed, ſince our laſt viſitati- 
on in Anno Domini. 159 2. like as alſo all and every the offenders 
in that behalfe, which haue not beene detected and pꝛeſented already 
thereupon, to the intent that we our ſelves may ſee iuſtice duly ſup· 
plied ik nerd ſo require. 
43 Whether pour Parſon, Uicar, oz Curate baue married ante 
perſons not beeing thꝛee ſeverall daies asked in their pariſh chur- 
ches, 02 haue married anie perſons being not ſufficientlie licenced 
thereunto,and if by licence, then by whole licence the lame perſons 
were ſo married. 
49 Mhether there be any which ok late foz their diſobedience and 
contempt have beene dep2ived o2 ſuſpended , and now doe inhabite, 
dwell o2 keepe wit hin pour pariſh, whether they doe vle to frequent 
and come to your chnrches oz chappels, and whether they doe 5 
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within the Archdeaconry of Berkes. 
fullie behaue themſelues there as they ought to doe in the time of 
common pꝛaier, and whether they haue received the holy communi- 
on thꝛee ſeverall times in the peare paſt, and at this laſt Eaſter, ac- 
coꝛding to the Queene her Maieſties Iniunctions, and with whom 
they did receiue. And whether in church oꝛ any ſecret place, and the 
oꝛder of the miniſtring ofthe ſame, and who did communicate and 
miniſter the Sacrament. And whether any of them ſince the time of 
their depꝛivation oꝛ ſuſpenſion haue publikely pꝛeached in anie pa⸗ 
riſh Church oz in ſecret coꝛners oꝛ places, and in what places and 
churches, and in what company oz audience, and this pꝛelent of your 
knowledge oz herelay. 
50 Alſo pou ſhall pꝛeſent all manner ok extoꝛtions, bꝛibes, oz ante 
other miſdemeno2 whatſoever committed 02 done by any Archdea⸗ 
con, Chaunceloz, Commiſſarie, Ofticiall, Regiſter, Somoners, 
Deanes,02 Apparatoꝛs, oz by any other Officer to vs belonging fo2 
any cauſe whatſoever, 
51 Item you ſhall diligently fozeſee that none eſpeciallie ofthe 
younger ſoꝛte be admitted to receiue the holy communion, but ſuch 
as haue beene firſt confirmed by the Biſhop, 
52 Item where there hath beene great abuſes in prophaning the 
Lowes Sabbaoth conſecrated wholie to his ſervice by minſtrelſie, 
dauncing and dꝛinking, to the great pꝛophanation of that daie and 
the manifeſt contempt and diſhonour of almightie God vnder co- 
lour thereby to pꝛocure ſome contribution towardes the repairing 
of their church,by the meanes whereof many foule faults haue bin 
and are like thencefo2th to be committed, we haue thought good in 
God his name ſirſt to admoniſh you , and further by mine o2dinarie 
authozitie to charge and require you that aſwell the miniſters as 
pariſhioners of every place, doe carefully endevo2 themſelues by all 
meanes to ſhunne and avoid the lame, and if any man will be ſo per- 
verſe and obſtinate, that he wil this notwithſtanding abuſe that day 
in this ſoꝛt then to p2eſent the olfendoꝛs in that behalfe from time to 
time that accoꝛdingly refozmation may be had, as to law and iuſtice 
ſhall appertaine. 
53 Jtemfozaſmuch as it doth oftentimes fal out that divers and 
lundzy notable crimes, eſpecially * and ſuch like, 
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are committed in the meane ſpace bet wirt the ſeveral viſitations ot 
our Archdeacous, and that thꝛough delaies of time, and putting okto 
pꝛeſent the ſame vatil the comming ok the next viſitation of the arch⸗ 
Deacons 862 chapter court, as they terme it, bp meanes whereof ma- 
ny the like offences are either lmothered vp, o2 ſlipt over as vnder 
the coulour of fozgetfulneſſe , and the offenders themſelues in that 
meane time are ſhifted and conveied away into other parts without 
puniſyment. Foz the avoiding therefoze of luch inconveniences 
which daily we finde by common experience thꝛough ſuch delaies to 
be put in pꝛactiſe, alwel the miniſter as the churchwardens e ſive- 
men of each pariſh vpon every ſuch occaſion ſhal duly and diligentlie 
pꝛeſent from time to time al and every ſuch offenders, making due 
certificate of their names and ſurnames together with the quality 
of their offence and their abode habitation and harbour and ſhal not 
deferre the time in that behalfe vntill the next viſitation oz chapter 
court of the Archdeacon as afozeſaid. 

54 Item that the miniſter of every pariſh do diligently fozeſee and 
pꝛovide, that none ok his pariſhioners doe attẽpt oꝛ pꝛeſume to bꝛing 
vnto vs any ok their childzen to bee confirmed but ſuch as can per- 
fectly and diſtinctly ſay without booke the Lozds pꝛaier the articles 
of their beliefe,the catechiſme and ten commandements, and hereof 
that publikely advertiſement be given in time and place convenient 
vnto the whole congregation, to which end and purpoſe the miniſter 
ſhal take paines and be diligent in teaching + inſtruct ing the pouth 
of his pariſh, that ſuch as are apt and able may learne the pzemilles, 
and having done, to bzing them and pzeſent them and none others 
vnto vs at our next viſitation to be confirmed as aboneſaid, 

55 Item the miniſter ſhal diligently conſult and confer with the 
c{urchwardens, whether the ozders & articles heretofoze ſet downe 
Aviv ſent vnto them from the Loꝛds of her mateſties moſt honozable 
pꝛivie counſel concerning recuſants, mens wines c their ſervants, 
be duelp executed and perfozmed accoꝛding tothe direction # com⸗ 
mendement therein exp2eſſeb, and what particularly hath bin done 
tat behalfe from time to time ever ſince,t who are faulty and af* 
what manner, this article muſt be carefully looked vnto, F moſt 

e allę anſwered at our next viſitation.
